action. 


"The average southern man," said 


he, "has no hatred for the negro as a 
race. Ho Is tolerant of his faults, and 
they are many, but. he also knows that 
the negro has been and now is the 
most tractable and docile race known 
to history. 


Negro Loyal to Trust. 


It Is to the infinite credit of 
the 


negro that before the war he was nev- 
er known to offer the slightest indig- 
nity to a white woman, no matter how 
lone she might, have been, and when 
the confederate soldier went to tho 
front he left his loved ones In the care 
of his slaves, and no single instance 
is recorded when that trust, was ever 
abused or betrayed. 


"But. 
when the right to vote was 


given him, the negro began to have do 
sires and ambitions to which he was 
a stranger before. 
The franchise was 


an Injustice lo the 
negro, 
and the 


cruelest blow ever inflicted by victors 
against, men of the same race. It did 
not help the negro, but it put tho 
south In political bondage. 


"In my opinion, both 
Preslden 


Roosevelt and Senator Tillman have 
perhaps unconsciously, 
done 
muc! 


harm to both the races. One, by the 
appearance of social equality, encour 
aged false hopes in the breast of th 
negro; the other, by fierce denuncia 
tion and indiscriminate abuse, excites 
the passions of white men. 


Calls White Kace Superior. 


"That the white race is dominan 


and superior, and that it will remain 
so, needs no iteration to make It an 
Indisputable fact. To teach the negro 
otherwise is to teach a radical crime. 
To excite the. dominant race by intem- 
perate speech against the inferior is 
to commit another racial crime. 


"There are thousands of negroes In 


Ihe south and in the no#th, many of 
them useful and capable, who perform 
their daily tasks, do not. offend against 
the laws, who are kind-hearted and de- 
serving, .and these ought to bo pro- 
tected from false friends and unfair 
enemies.

Colored mesh veils to match the hat 


or gown have quite gone out, so that 
again we have the black veil In all its 
glory in innumerable cobweb designs 
adorned with chenelle and velvet dots 
of all possible—and many impossible 
—sizes. The only colored 
veils 
to 


have survived are the brown single 
thread mesh with a tiny velvet dot on 
every cross thread. These brown veils 
are worn always with brown, with 
most shades of red, with the majority 
of llgjt colored felt and velvet shades, 
and with a few of the darker shades, 
If the brown is especially becoming. 


There are very distinct fashions in 


veils and an inappropriate veil will do 
much to mar the effect of a hat. A 
large picture hat, for example, 
de- 


mands an effective veil 
with large 


dots, while with a small walking hat 
a plain single thread veil may be worn, 
and if a dotted veil is more becoming 
than a plain mesh, then small dots 
are smarter than the large, conspicu- 
ous ones. A young girl not yet out, if 
she wears a veil at all, should select a 
fine thread, either plain or with quite 
small dots, the plain single thread be- 
ing considered most suitable. 


Just at present, the favorite black 


veil is a single thread with a number 
of medium sized dots quite close to- 


choose a black and white veil, while 
the brunette finds a brown veil more 
satisfactory. 
The white in a veil is 


generally shown only in the mesh, for 
black dots are always seen. With an 
all black hat the veil should always 
be black no matter what the shade of 
the gown, for a colored veil on black 
makes an ugly line against the velvet 
or felt. 


With an all brown costume or with 


any brown hat the 
veil 
should as 


nearly as possible be of the same col- 
or. 
When, however, brown is worn 


with another shade, as red or green, 
the veil should be very dark in color 
and of an inconspicuous design. Then, 
again, the 
veil should 
be selected 


with some reference to the furs, for 
with black furs on a red or green suit. 
a brown veil will bring in too many 
contrasts.
